They lay their eggs in pods in 
and around fields, The eggs hatch 
in the spring and the young, Wing- 
less hoppers move from hatching 
grounds into the crop to begin their 
program of destruction. For the first 
while, they return to the hatching 
area at night, for a few nights. As 
they grow larger they move far- 
ther afield, gradually widening the 
margin of cut-off plants. 

Eventually, after their wings have 
grown, they are away to other fields. 

More eggs are laid in the fall; 
then the adult hopvers die, Serious 
outbreaks will not occur when in- 
secticides are used judiciously on 
the egg beds and tiny hoppers at 
hatching time. If the presence of 
hoppers is suspected, close watch 
should be maintained around the 
margins of the fields, especially on 
grass headlands. 

When the little fellows are hatch- 
ing is a good time to make just one 
round with the weed sprayer, load- 
ed with Aldrin. Applied at the right 
time and rate per acre, one round 
is very likely to do the job around 
each field where hoppers are hatch- 
ing. Aldrin is very poisonous and 
should be handled with extreme 
care. Do not permit animals to graze 
in a field that has been treated with 
Aldrin for at least 10 days after 
treatment.

Statistical information concerning 
the local pastoral charge. At the 
end of that time my paper is 
smudged, my fingers stained with 
ink, and my head buzzing. To what 
purpose is all this tabulation of 
figures? 

By way of answer, it provides infor- 
mation concerning the local charge 
and for the whole of the church, 
with its two thousand six hundred 
charges and sixty-four hundred 
preaching places. It also provides a 
basis of comparison with other 
places, and with other churches. 

It is sometimes puzzling as to just | 
how much publicity should be given | 
statistics concerning the church, 
where statistics are for compara: 
tive purposes. Some will view such 
information with scornful wonder. 
Comparisons are odious when they 
lead either to pride and self-satis- | 
fication on the one hand or humila- | 
tion and self-reproach on the other. | 
They are helpful only when they 
provide an incentive for more ef- 
fective work and witness, and when 
they are encouraging as evidence of 
the faith and work of Christian 
people. 

With these considerations in mind, 
and by way of information, church 
membership has increased from 209 
to 227. Missionary givings have in- 
creased from $803.00 to $993.00 
Total givings to causes outside the 
local church exceeded $1500. 

Scriptural injuntion, in the words 
of our Lord, tells us as individuals 
that “when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth.” I trust that it will
